“I think he’s a very frank and hon­ 
est man and I don’t know what every­ 
one's so upset about,” said Mrs.

Rosalyn Carter and her husband’s 
running mate, Walter Mondale, were 
welcomed to Chicago by Mayor Rich­ 
ard J. Daley and the state Democrat­ 
ic ticket including gubernatorial can­ 


didate Michael J. Howlett. 
More than 1,000 party supporters 
were at Union Station to welcome the 
whistle stop train which left New 
York City Monday. 
CARTER GOT off the train earlier 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., and was not pre­ 
sent for the Chicago rally. 
Daley 
congratulated 
Democratic 
party chairman Robert Strauss for 
“Bringing back the spirit of the great 
Democratic victory of 1948” when 
H a r r y 
S. 
Truman 
campaigned 
from the real* platform of a cross­ 


country train. 
Mrs. Carter said the train was a way 
of crossing the country, meeting the 
people, where they work, live and 
play. 
Neither Mrs. Carter nor any of the 
other political figures spoke to report­ 
ers as they were escorted in and out 
of the station by Secret Service and 
Chicago police guards. 
“We left Pittsburgh at 5:30 a.m. 
and traveled across the great heart­ 
land of America,”

Housing 
Commission Tuesday decided to ask 
the village board to give Arlington 
Heights residents rental preference 
in the planned senior citizen housing 
project at Wing Avenue and Miner 
Street. 
The commission met with members 
of the senior citizens’ commission, 
which did not take official action be­ 
cause it lacked a quorum. 
“Residency can never be considered 
a requirement for eligibility to live in 
the complex,” said Victor Walchirk, 
executive director of the Cook County 
Housing Authority. 
“But the village board can provide 
priority in residency by passing a res­ 
olution giving Arlington Heights resi­ 
dents preference,” he said. 
IN RESPONSE to several commis­ 
sion members who said they feared 
not enough Arlington Heights resi­ 
dents would meet the federal low in­ 
come requirements to live in the proj­ 
ect, Walchirk said the village board 
can extend its preference resolution to 
include parents of Arlington Heights 
residents. 
The U.S. Dept, of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development, which is funding 
the six-story, 
118-unit 
project, 
re­ 
quires that residents, or at least one 
spouse of a couple, be 62 years old. 
Single persons who make $5,300 a 
year or less and couples earning 
$6,400 or less also would qualify. 
Walchirk 
said 
the site will 
be 
cleared within 60 days. 
COMMISSIONERS also heard a pro­ 
posal from a real estate firm to build 
a privately funded.apartment complex 
for the elderly on a 45.2-acre site 
northeast of 111. Rte. 53 and Palatine 
road. 
Harry Webber, of the Chicago real 
estate firm of Romanek-Gollub said 


plans include applying for a federal 
rent subsidy grant to offset the pro­ 
jected rent of $330 to $370 a month. 
The complex, to be called “Arling­ 
ton Commons,” would include 912 
units of one-bedroom and efficiency 
apartments, IO per cent of which would 
be equipped for the handicapped.

At 4:48 p.m. the leaf-crunching, harvest-mooning season starts 


Say goodby. 
Goodby to the sweaty afternoons in 
the baseball stadium bleachers, the 
sunburning siestas on a hot, sandy 
beach, the tantalizing smell of meat 
grilling on the outdoor barbecue . . . . 
the lazy, hazy, crazy days of summer. 
Bid your farewells to summer for 
another year at 4:48 p.m. today. Say 
hello to fall. 
The autumnal equinox takes place 
today, when the sun crosses the equa­ 
tor on its southward journey to bring 
summer to the Southern Hemisphere. 
But you don’t need a calendar to tell 
you Sept. 22, the last day of summer, 
has arrived. 
Just step outside into this week’s 60- 
degree temperatures and nippy north­ 
erly breezes. 


THE AVERAGE September tem­ 
perature high for this day is 64, said 


Chuck Stwertnik, a meteorologist at 
the U. S. Weather Bureau. 
But the mercury might not even 
climb to that modest degree today, 
Stwertnik said. 
But lest you start complaining about 
that unmistakable chill in the air, 
save your breath. Aside from the 
probability of 
an 
Indian 
summer 
warming period, it’s just going to get 
colder from now to the year’s end. 
The weather bureau’s 30-day out­ 
look calls for above normal tempera­ 
tures through mid-October and nor­ 
mal precipitation of about 2.62 inches, 
Stwertnik said. But the 
“normals” 
progressively decline from the 60s to 
the 30s by the start of December and 
to the mid 20s by December’s end and 
the official start of winter, he said. 
Today also marks the end of one of 
the driest summers in the Chicago 
area on record, as any backyard gar­ 


dener will attest. 
“THIS WAS ONE of the ll driest 
summers on record,” Stwertnik said. 
“It was one of the driest Augusts 
since the turn of the century.” 
Rainfall in August totaled only .8 
inches compared to the average 3.14 
inches for that month, Stwertnik said. 
The driest August on record occurred 
in 1893 when only .18 inches sprinkled 
the ground. 
The total rainfall for the year to 
date is only 28.85 inches, which means 
another 5 inches will have to fall be­ 
tween now and the end of the year to 
equal the normal 34-inch yearly pre­ 
cipitation total. 
So pack away your beach gear and 
grab a football. Dig out the rake. 
Watch the leaves turn colors and waft 
to the earth as the days march toward 
Dec. 21 when, at 11:36 a.m., Old Man 
Winter makes his entrance.

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Thompson backs Ford’s ‘guest outings’ acceptance 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Illinois Re- 
p u b l i c a n gubernatorial nominee 
James Thompson, a former crusading 
U.S. attorney, Tuesday staunchly de­ 
fended President Ford s acceptance 
of two golfing weekends as the guest 
of United States Steel when he was in 
Congress. 
‘Tm not shocked,’' he told report­ 
ers outside the White House after a 
meeting with Ford. “I think I know 
Jerry Ford. There ain’t nobody buy­ 
ing Jerry Ford for $200, $2,000 or 
$200,000 as far as I’m concerned.” 


Thompson was asked to comment 
after the White House confirmed that 
Ford in 1964 and 1971 went to the Pine 
Valley Country Club in New Jersey 
with William Whyte, an old friend and 
chief Washington lobbyist for U.S. 
Steel. Whyte has said the corporation 
paid the hill for the two outings. 
Thompson gave no indication he had 
discussed the matter with Ford. He 
said he came to the White House to 
talk about Illinois Politics, that Ford 
made clear he would campaign in the 
state “at least twice,” and “I think 
the President can carry this state” if 
he does that. 
Thompson, who won the gubernato­ 
rial nomination after serving as U.S. 


attorney and prosecuting many mem­ 
bers of Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da­ 
ley’s Democratic machine, spoke at 
length about the questions raised by 
Fords acquaintance with Whyte and 
the vacations they took at U.S. Steel’s 
expense. 
“I don’t see anything illegal or im­ 
proper about it, especially if they are 
long-time friends,” he said. “These 
are matters of individual discretion. 
Everybody in public life has to at one 
time or another make many of those 
decisions. 
“Unless you completely cut yourself 
off from all your prior friendships and 
associations and are willing to go be­ 
hind the 12-foot walls of a monastery, 
at some point you are going to have to 
accept hospitality from people who 
may have some association with gov­ 
ernment.” 
“Everybody in public life faces that 
dilemma 
because 
there 
are 
few 
people these days who don’t have any­ 
thing to do with government,” Thomp­ 
son said. 
“So long as a man’s own conscience 
is clear, so long as what he does is not 
on the surface clearly apparently 
wrong to everybody, so long as there 
is no evidence that can be found to 
show a quid-pro-quo, then I think mat­ 


ters like that are almost entirely 
unavoidable. 
“There’s really no way to draw a 
line unless you draw a line, let’s say, 
in terms of a $3 present and nothing 
above it.” 
Speaking specifically about Ford’s 
visits to the country club. Thompson- 
said: “Oh hell, I’ve been the guest of 
a lot of people at their country clubs 
because I don’t belong to one.” 
Asked if those were people dealing 
with he government, he said, “Oh, 
sure.” 
As for their discussion of Illinois 
politics, Thompson — holding a big 
lead of his own in the polls — said he 
told Ford he thought the President’s 
race with Jimmy Carter “wras very 
close, but I was encouraged by the 
strength he had shown even in tile 
Carter poll which placed him only 
four or five points down.” 
Thompson said that meant Ford 
“has gained substantial ground in Illi­ 
nois” and that the President could 
carry the state in November if he 
campaigned there in five basic areas 
— the city of Chicago, the suburbs, 
the “metro counties,” central Illinois 
and southern Illinois. “ITI campaign 
haixl for him and with him when he 
com es. . . ” 


Networks may not film debate audience 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The League of Women Vot­ 
ers sent telegrams to television networks Tuesday, for­ 
mally notifying them that television cameras will not be 
allowed to film the audience at campaign debates de­ 
spite their protests. 
“WTe have consulted with the candidate’s representa­ 
tives and conveyed your strong views to them,” said 
the telegram. 
“The candidate’s representatives and the league have 
concluded we will continue to adhere to our prior agree­ 
ment on the terms of the debate. We regret that this 
restriction on camera coverage of the audience w'hile 
the debates are in progress is objectionable to you, and 
we respect your position. 
“Nevertheless, the candidates and the league believe 
this procedure will best serve the interests of the vot­ 
ers.” 
The networks had argued they should be allowed to 
film audience shots just as they would in any other 
news event, but opponents said this w'ould be likely to 
distract viewer attention from discussion of vital issues. 
CBS, ABC and NBG announced in separate state­ 
ments Monday they will televise the debates between 
President Ford and Democrat Jimmy Carter despite 


dissatisfaction with ground rules. The Public Broad­ 
casting System had previously said it would. 
The audience will include about 250 reporters and an 
equal number of guests invited by the league — mostly 
leauge members, spouses and members of the debate 
steering committee. There will be no charge to those 
attending. The auditorium in the old Walnut Street The­ 
ater in Philadelphia barely holds 500 persons. 
Questioning will rotate between the three panelists 
and alternate between the two candidates. 
There will be no opening statements, but each candi­ 
date will be allowed a three-minute summation. After 
each question, a candidate will be allowed three min­ 
utes to answer, then the reporter will be permitted to 
ask a followup question. The answer to the followup will 
be limited to two minutes and the other candidate will 
be allow-ed a two minute rebuttal if he wants it. 
A lawyer for independent presidential candidate Eu­ 
gene McCarthy asked a Circuit Court of Appeals here 
Tuesday to declare the debates unconstitutional if the 
former senator is excluded. A District Court judge re­ 
fused his request last Friday for an injunction to block 
the debate. A hearing on the appeal is expected 
Wednesday. 


Auto bomb in Washington 
kills ex-Allende official 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A top offi­ 
cial in the Chilean government of the 
late President Salvador Allende was 
killed Tuesday when a bomb exploded 
in his car. A woman passenger in the 
car also was killed and her husband 
severely injured. 
Orlando Letelier, 44, former defense 
and foreign minister of Chile and a 
former ambassador to the United 
States, was killed when the bomb 
demolished the car he was riding in at 
Sheridan Circle in northwest Washing­ 
ton. 
Also killed was Ronnie Karpen Mof- 
fitt, 25, of Potomac, Md., a staff 
member of the Transnational Institute 
of Policy Studies where Letelier was 
a director. Her husband. Michael, also 
a passenger in the car, was in fair con­ 
dition. 


Police said they had no suspects. 
Letelier, whose Chilean citizenship 
was revoked a week ago by the cur­ 
rent Chilean government, was said to 
have been one of the last surviving 
top officials of Allende’s socialist gov­ 
ernment. which was overthrown by 
the military three years ago. 
Sen. James Abourezk, D-S.D., spoke 
on the Senate floor following the blast 
and harsly criticized the present gov­ 
ernment of Chile. He said Letelier had 
been in fear of his life. 
“The tyranny of that dictatorship 
has now been extended to the United 
States,” Abourezk said. 
Eyewitnesses and police said Lete- 
lier’s car was driving around Sheri­ 
dan circle when it exploded shortly 
before 9 a m. CDT. No - bystanders 
were injured but a nearby car was

A federal grand jury Tuesday indicted five persons for air pira­ 
cy and conspiracy in the Sept. IO hijacking of a TOA jetliner which 
resulted in the death of a New York police officer. The first count of 
the three-count indictment charged air piracy in the commission of 
which police officer Brian Murray, a bomb squad member who was 
trying to defuse a bomb left behind by the hijackers, was killed. 
The air piracy statute provides for the death penalty or life in 
prison. Charged are Zvonko Busic, alleged ringleader; his wife. 
Julienne; Peter Matanik, Mark VTasik and Frane Pesut. 


Youth school inmates touch off riot 


Fourteen inmates of a Chino. Calif. Youth Training School 
scaled a high fence in an early morning escape Tuesday, touching 
off a riot by other inmates. One officer was critically wounded and 
another injured. Three of the escapees were caught a short time 
later in a cornfield and three others in a nearby city. Guard Gary 
Cauble, 30. whose throat was slashed with a razor blade when he 
was beaten by the escapees as they fled, was reported in critical 
condition.

The British government Tuesday gave up hope of finding alive 
IO seamen believed trapped in a sunken minesweeper, raising the 
probable death toll in a North Sea war games collision to 12.

“They must be 
presumed dead. The 360-ton minesweeper Fittleton collided with 
the 2,630-ton frigate Mermaid and capsized Monday 80 miles off 
the Dutch coast.

KINSHASA, Zaire (UPI) — The key 
leader among black African presi­ 
dents opposing white rule in Rhodesia 
gave enthusiastic support Tuesday to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger’s peace drive, saying Kissinger 
had convinced Rhodesia “The game 
is up.” 
Tanzanian 
President Julius Nye- 
rere, who had expressed pessimism 
over the Kissinger shuttle during the 
secretary’s first stop in Tanzania, 
said 
“(Rhodesian 
Prime 
Minister 
Ian) Smith has accepted majority 
rule.” 
A senior U.S. official told reporters 
en route to Kissinger’s next stop in 
Zaire that the peace plan for Rho­ 
desia, which calls for multiracial con­ 
ference to supervise a transition to 
black majority rule within two years, 
could still become “unstuck.” 
But even if that occurred, the offi­ 
cial said, the program could be put 
back together in three or four weeks 
because 
the

that 
brought white Rhodesians to accept 
majority rule would apply in the fu­ 
ture. 
Tile South Africans, he went on, had 
helped to bring home the dangers of 
losing a guerrilla war to the Rhode­ 
sian regime.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A former 
American resident of Vietnam said 
Tuesday he heard reports that about 
200 Americans — possibly including 
some prisoners of wrar — were living 
together contentedly near Vietnam's 
border with China. 
Mike Mielke, one of the last Ameri­ 
cans to leave Vietnam after the 1975 
Communist victory, told the House 
Committee on Missing Persons in 
Southeast Asia that his Vietnamese 
wife picked up many rumors about 
the alleged colony from northern Viet­ 
namese they met in Saigon-area mar­ 
ketplaces. 
“They said there was an American 


community in North Vietnam near the 
Chinese border, some with families.” 
Mielke told the committee, w^hich is 
trying to trace Americans still listed 
as Missing in Action in Indochina. 
He said the reports described the 
Americans as living off farming work, 
basket weaving and making shoes 
from discarded rubber tires. 


‘ • T h e y seemed quite content,” 
Mielke said, quoting the reports. 
“I have no reason to disbelieve the 
story.” 


He speculated the Americans 
in­ 
dued “some defectors, perhaps pris­ 
oners of war and some pilots, some 


who may have escaped,” but added,” ! 
don't know.” 


U.S officials have said repeatedly 
they doubt any of the Americans still 
listed as MIAs remain alive. 


The Ford administration, however, 
has demanded that the Vietnamese 
government account fully for all the 
remaining MIAs as a condition for im­ 
proving relations and possibly estab­ 
lishing formal diplomatic links be­ 
tween Vietnam and the United States.

Thompson tells Ford 
visit here 


Republican gubernatorial candidate 
James R. Thompson told President 
Ford Tuesday to campaign in the sub­ 
urbs and other parts of Illinois, saying 
the appearances could close the gap 
between the President and his Demo­ 
cratic opponent Jimmy Carter. 


Thompson met with Ford for about 
20 minutes in the White House Tues­ 
day before flying back to Chicago 
with Vice President Nelson Rockefel­ 
ler. 


“ I told the President that it is in­ 
cumbent on him to campaign person­ 
ally in Illinois on several occasions.” 
Thompson said. 


“ I don’t know if a lack of personal 
campaigning would be decisive but it 
is critical and could close the four-or 
five-point gap which Carter’s poll in­ 


dicates Ford is behind here,” he 
added. 


THOMPSON SAID that while he 
agreed the President belonged in 
Washington until the end of the cur­ 
rent congressinal session, he should 
get out on the campaign trail quickly 
and concentrate on areas such as Illi­ 
nois. 
The former U.S. attorney also asked 
Ford for assistance on a request for 
federal loan guarantees for the finan­ 
cially troubled Provident Hospital in 
C h i c a g o . T h e m e d i c a l in- 
stitution, w hich is the oldest black hos­ 
pital in Chicago, has been ordered by 
the federal government to begin con­ 
struction on new facilities by the end 
of October or close its doors. 
Thompson said Ford ordered his 
staff to determine what was delaying 
action on a loan guarantee request.

Vice President Nelson Rockefeller 
Tuesday defended President Ford's 
lack of personal campaigning, but 
said the tactic “ may prove to be a 
political detriment.” 
Rockefeller's comments came dur­ 
ing a press conference preceding a 
$150-a-plate fund-raising dinner for 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
James R. Thompson at the Conrad 
Hilton Hotel, Chicago. 
The vice president also questioned 
reports about new investigations in­ 
volving Republican organizations in 
the President's former congressional 
district in Michigan. 
“ After 400 F B I agents investigated 
him, I ’d be very surprised if there 
was anything to it. I have full con­ 
fidence in the President,” Rockefeller 
said. 
HE 
ALSO COMMENTED 
about 
Jimmy Carter’s remarks in Playboy 
magazine which indicated the Georgia 
Democrat had adultery- in his mind. 
“ I think it was an interesting forum 
for the discussion of Christian prin­ 
ciples,” Rockefeller said. “ ‘Let he 
who is without sin cast the first 
stone.’ ” 
In discussing Ford’s lack of person­ 
al 
campaigning 
Rockefeller 
said, 
“ The President has done the right 
and honorable thing and I admire him 
for staying in Washington.” 
The vice president explained Ford 
felt a need to remain in the nation’s 
capital to deal with legislation passed 
in the closing days of Congress. 


In his speech before 2,500 people, 
Rockefeller praised both Ford and 
Thompson. He called Ford, “ A gutsy, 
straight forward American who tells 
it like it is.” He also noted Thompson 
is “ dedicated to honesty in govern­ 
ment and has proven it as a prose­ 
cutor of crooks and grafters.” 
THE VICE PRESIDENT said that 
Ford had refused to let the Watergate 
scandals “ preempt all the nation’s 
energy and attention.” 
During his press conference*, Rock­ 
efeller offered a lengthy response to 
the news of the investigation being 
conducted by the Watergate special 
prosecutor’s office involving Michigan 
Republicans and reports that a U.S. 
Steel lobbyist financed at least two 
golf outings for Ford in 1964 and 1971. 
“ It is interesting to judge the mores 
and customs of one period in the fu­ 
ture. What may not have been a con­ 
flict then may be considered a conflict 
now,” Rockefeller said. 
“ You have to wonder if it is possible 
to accept a ride in car or plane now, 
when in the old days people never 
thought anything of it, but that was in 
a time when they were less cynical,” 
the vice president said. 
IN HIS REM ARKS after dinner, 
Thompson noted that if his Democratic 
opponent, Sec. of State Michael J. 
Howlett, kept all his campaign prom­ 
ises, it would cost the state $2.5 billion 
and possibly bankrupt Illinois. But if

Head of X-rated 
movie houses killed 


The head of a string of hard-core pornographic movie theaters 
was shot and killed Tuesday in what appeared to be Chicago gang­ 
land fashion. Police in a passing patrol car discovered Paul M. 
Gonsky, 34, lying beside his expensive foreign car in a parking lot 
in the night club area of Old Town. Gonsky had been shot seven 
times — six times in the head and once in the shoulder. He died 
about three hours later in Henrotin Hospital. 
The spot where Gonsky was found is a few doors away from the 
Bijou Theater, which police Investigator Paul Roppel said features 
homosexual movies. The Bijou is one of a number of theaters 
specializing in X-rated movies which are owned by Festival The­ 
aters Corp. Police speculated Gonsky might have been killed be­ 
cause he resisted attempts by the Chicago crime syndicate to let 
“ the outfit” in on a slice of the pornography profits. 


9.000 students out of .school 


Nearly 9.000 Illinois high school students had the day off Tues­ 
day while their teachers at Fenton High School in Bensenville and 
at Niles North, East and West high schools picketed. All three 
Niles Township high schools were closed Tuesday after the 450 
teachers in Dist. 219 went out on strike at midnight Monday. About 
7.000 students are involved. At Niles West High School Tuesday, a 
pickling teacher was struck by a car driven by a substitute teach­ 
er. The picketing teacher, William Paulson, was treated at Skokie 
Valley Community Hospital and released. 
A Niles school board representative said the Niles high schools 
were closed so district officials could search for other certified 
high school teachers. “ The w’ord we have is the schools will be 
closed the remainder of the week,” teacher spokesman John 
Herbst said.

The deputy director of the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency Tuesday charged the federal EPA with preempting state 
authority over Commonwealth Edison's two nuclear generating 
station at Zion and Waukegan. Jeffrey R. Diver said the “ federal 
agency has set sail under flag of federal preemption, with the 
clear intent of ravaging Illinois’ thermal water quality standards.”

Gov. Daniel Walker said Tuesday he plans to move ahead with 
his latest school-aid compromise offer, even though Republicans 
have rejected it. When the legislature reconvenes today, Walker 
said, Democrats will introduce an amendment that would create a 
special reserve fund for $45 million of the $95 million he wants to 
raise by accelerating tax collections. That money would be held in 
an “ escrow” fund until next Jan. IO — the day the new’ governor is 
inaugurated. It then would be transferred automatically to the 
General Revenue Fund, Walker said. 
Walker originally proposed that $95 million in new’ revenue be 
raised by speeding up collection of sales taxes and income tax 
withholding. He said he would use $50 million of the new revenue 
as additional school aid for this year and hold the rest of it for 
either Republian James R. Thompson or Democrat Michael Howl­ 
ett.

Village board wrapup 
Ethics ordinance 
receives approval 


An ethics ordinance for elected and appointed village officials 
was approved 6-2 Monday night by the Arlington Heights Village 
Board. 
Trustees O.V. Anderson and Richard Durava voted against the 
new law, which originally was proposed about one year ago. 
“We continue to mash this over until we have nothing, so we can 
tell the citizens “look what we did for you, and we didn’t do 
anything,” Durava said. 
The local ordinance is not as strict as the state statute regarding 
ethics. Trustee David Griffin, chairman of the board’s legal com­ 
mittee said. The local ordinance does not exempt village officials 
from complying with all state regulations. 
The village law will apply to all elected officials, appointed offi­ 
cials, members of boards and commissions and any village em­ 
ployes with salaries more than $20,000 a year. 
The law requires statements of ownership, gifts, loans, business 
interests and other employment be filed every year with the vil­ 
lage clerk. 
Permanent events panel rejected 
The village board agreed not to create a permanent commission 
to organize community events in the village. The commission was 
proposed by Dwight Walton, chairman of the Arlington Heights 
Bicentennial Commission. 
Trustee David Griffin said the legal committee rejected the pro­ 
posal because there now are 22 village commissions. “We agreed 
there should be a limit,” he said. 
“It doesn't seem to me to be something the Village of Arlington 
Heights should undertake,” Griffin said. 
Walton had asked that the community events commission replace 
the Bicentennial and festival committees. 
When Walton proposed the new commission in August, he said 
he would like to see it have responsibility for selecting community 
improvement projects each year, as well as conducting the annual 
town meeting and festival week. 
“I think it will draw more upon the resources of the community 
if we leave it as it is,” Trustee Robert Miller said. 
Exhibitors* fee 8100 a day 
rn 
Exhibitors will pay the village $100 a day instead of 3 per cent of 
the gross attendance receipts, the village board has decided. 
The reduction of exhibitor's licensing fees was requested by the 
Arlington Park Race Track and subsequently was recommended 
by the board's legal committee. 
“We agreed that the ordinance was not intended to make mon­ 
ey.” said David Griffin, chairman of the legal committee. 
“We felt we should just recoup our expenses and that this ($100 
a day) would be more than adequate,” he said. 
The change in fees will mean the village will collect about $3,000 
less this year, Griffin said. 
The 3 per cent fee w'as not strictly enforced until last year wiien 
the village applied the charge to the 10-day Midwest Boat Show 
and a four-dav ski show, netting the village about $3,500. 
Exhibitions that do not charge admission have been charged $25 
a day. but now’ all shows will be charged at least $100 a day and a 
maximum of $750. 
Arlington Park officials requested the change in June, saying the 
fee could cause exhibitors to move their shows to a new exhibition 
center in Rosemont. 
Towing contract awarded lo firm 
The board awarded a towing contract to Hillside Auto Body of 
Arlington Heights, which has agreed to tow vehicles for $25 each. 
Vehicle owners still will have the option to hire another towing 
service, “but if they don’t do it within a reasonable time we ll 
have this firm do it,” Village Atty. Jack Siegel said. 
Trustees Richard Durava and August Bettman opposed the pol­ 
icy. Durava questioned whether the village could tell a person who 
will tow their vehicle. Bettman said the $25 charge was too high. 


Bist. 59 OKs $17 million budget

A $1.7 million budget for the 1976-77 
school year, which reflects a 4.1 per 
cent increase from last year’s $16.3 
million budget, has been approved by 
the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
Board of Education. 
The board Monday adopted the 
budget, w’hich increased 3.67 per cent 
from the $16.4 million tentative budget 
put on public display in August. The 
adopted budget includes salary in­ 
creases approved for all staff mem­ 
bers since the tentative budget was 
reviewed. 
The district estimates that the 1976 
tax rate will drop by about 6 cents per 
$100 equalized assesed valuation from 
the 1975 rate. The 1975 tax rate was 
$2.59 per $100 assessed valuation. The 
district is projecting that the 1976 rate 
will be $2.53 per $100. 
THE TAX RATE dropped because 
of a decline in the rates set for the 
bond and interest fund and the trans­ 
portation fund. The bond and interest 
fund rate dropped by about 4 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation because 
the district’s outstanding bonded in­ 
debtedness has declined. 
The budget sets expenditures in the 
education fund at $12.2 million, a 4.97 
per cent increase from last year’s 
$11.6 million budget and a 7.22 per 
cent increase from the tenative $11.4 
million budget. 
Teachers’ salaries, the largest item 
in the education fund, were increased 
by 8.2 per cent in the contract ap-

THE COMMISSION, in a memo­ 
randum to Village Pres. James T. 
Ryan and the trustees, said it was not 
invited to participate in the report 
about the proposed project at Sigwalt 
and Vail streets. 
The group also said because Hol­ 
zwart *s report was a verbatim ex­ 
cerpt of a 1974 project studying the 
impact of a low-rent project for the el­ 
derly, it is “violative of (federal) 
regulations and the intent of the law.” 


Holzwart said because the village 
applied for a $134,000 grant from the 
U.S. Dept, of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment to buy two parcels of land 
at Sigwalt and Vail streets to build 
the garage, it had to assess the proj­ 
ect’s effect on the environment. 
“The purpose of the report, which is 
required to get the HUD funds,” Hol­ 
zwart said, “is to determine whether 
the project will have an environmen­ 
tal impact and therefore requires an 
environmental impact study. We de­ 
cided it didn’t. 


“IN FACT, because the money is to 
be used only to buy the land, not build 
the garage, I technically only had to 
assess the impact of the purchase, but 
I didn't want to do that,” Holzwart 
said. 


The 1974 report on a housing project 
for the elderly to be built at Miner 
and Wing streets was included, he 
said, because, “it was the most recent 
data on environmental impact closest 
to the parking garage that was al­ 
ready approved by HUD. 


“ It makes sense that if HUD didn't 
think proximity to the railroad tracks 
would adversely affect a home then it 
probably won't affect a parking ga­ 
rage, either,” Holzwart said. 


The commission “has no statutory 
function” and is only an advisory or­ 
ganization, Holzwart said. 


“I appeared at their meeting Sept. 
19 to explain the report,” he said, and 
commented then that I thought it 
would be a good idea to consult them 
on future environmental reviews. 


“But they did not specifically ask 
me to make any amendments to the 
current report,” Holzwart said.

612-unit project 
gains approval 
of county board 


Plans for construction of 612 apart­ 
ment units on a 50.5-acre parcel on 
the southeast comer of Hicks and 
Lake-Cook roads in Palatine Town­ 
ship have been approved by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. 
The board approved the rezoning of 
the land from single-family to multi­ 
family at the request of DiMucci 
Builders, Palatine. The development 
will be called Bourbon Square and 
will be comprised of 2%-story build­ 
ings with six apartments per build- 
Comrs. Carl Hansen and Martin 
Tuchow abstained from voting on the 
rezoning and development plans. 
Salvador DiMucci Jr. said a 3.5-acre 
buffer zone of single-family housing 
would be built on the land between the 
Village of Long Grove and the apart­ 
ment development. The buffer zone 
was requested by Long Grove officials 
who had opposed the development's 
density. Long Grove village limits are 
within a half mile of the development.

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Health agency begins initial work

A new regional health 
planning 
agency has taken its first steps to­ 
ward controling the size and scope of 
hospitals and nursing homes in the 
Northwest suburbs. 
As the new Health Systems Agency 
for Suburban Cook and DuPage Coun­ 
ties (HSA) begins its work, area hos­ 
pitals are moving into the final phases 
of millions of dollars of new construc­ 
tion and building remodeling. 
New eyes will scrutinize future hos­ 
pital building plans. And it is the gov­ 
ernment's hope that consumers will 
benefit. 
By law, more than half of the 68 
members on 
the 
Health 
Systems 
Agency board are broadly classified 
as consumers. 


THE BOARD W ILL have the power 
not only to approve the planning of 
new health facilities, a function for­ 
merly performed by Comprehensive 
Health Planning Inc., (CHP) Metro­ 
politan Chicago. It also will comment 
on virtually every request for federal 
dollars in tile health care field. 
‘The old agency (CHP> was plan­ 
ning to meet deficiencies and to avoid 
duplications.*’ 
State 
Rep. 
Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, one of 
seven Northwest suburban residents 
on the agency, said. “ The new HSA is 
going to pass on almost every health 
dollar that comes down the pipe from 
the federal government. And I believe 
requests for federal funds into this 
area will turn on the approval or dis­ 
approval of the HSA.” 
The agency will have the power to 
review any hospital or nursing home 
construction or equipment purchases 
costing more than $100,000, and any 
plan to increase the number of beds. 
The agency is charged with improv­ 
ing the health of residents, increasing 
the accessibility and quality of health 
services, restraining costs and pre­ 
venting unnecessary duplication of 
services. 


ALTHOUGH 
CONDITIONALLY 
designated by the U. S. Dept, of 
Health, Education and Welfare, the 
agency has not yet received operating 
funds from Congress. Vernon A. Lau- 
benstein, Schaumburg Township su­ 
pervisor and agency board member, 
said. 
Nevertheless, at its first meeting 
recently, the agency board appointed 
a committee to find a full-time profes­ 
sional administrator, named several 
working subcommittees and author­ 
ized a search for permanent office 
space. 
“ The board members feel there is a 
compelling need to gear up and get 
operating.” Laubenstein said. When 
its budget is approved, the agency ex­ 
pects to receive between $402,000 and 


$650,000 for its operations, he said. 
The physical expansion of all four 
Northwest suburban hospitals in re­ 
cent years has been substantial. 
Holy Family Hospital, Des Plaines, 
is completing a $12 million construc­ 
tion and remodeling program that in­ 
cludes a new emergency room, new 
out-patient rooms, a new 18-bed in­ 
tensive care cardiac unit, new cardio­ 
respiratory facilities, four new physi­ 
cian suites, a new laboratory, lobby, 
gift shop, administrative offices, audi­ 
torium and meeting room, profes­ 
sional library, business office, physi­ 
cal therapy and X-ray departments. 
LUTHERAN GENERAL Hospital, 
Park Ridge, is nearing the end of a 
$28.4 million program that includes an 
e i g h t-story building addition, ex­ 
pansion of surgical facilities, new 
X-ray equipment, new computer sys­ 
tems, an additional parking lot and 
remodeling in radiology, cardiology, 
nuclear 
medicine, 
outpatient an d 
blood bank departments. 
The expansion will increase the hos­ 
pital's capacity from 697 beds to the 
approved limit of 790 beds. 
Recent work at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center, Elk Grove Village, in­ 
cludes a new auditorium, ground-floor 
offices, medical library, pastoral care 
center, volunteer office and lounge, 
$400,000; remodeling in the Niehoff

Mrs. Chapman said that health care 
providers on the agency board have 
an advantage in technical knowledge 
and availability over consumer mem­ 
bers. 
“ It may be that in IO years time 
we’ll look back and say it was a great 
idea that didn’t work. I hope that 
won't be the case,” she said. 


The agency, like any other govern­ 
ment creature, could become just an­ 
other bureaucracy, isolated from and 
indifferent to the public. But at least 
at the outset the board is ready to 
listen to its constituent communities 
and residents. Laubenstein said.

Harper population up 50%: study 
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bv JO H N X . F R A N K 


Tile population in the five-township 
area served by Harper College, Pala­ 
tine, will increase by almost 50 per 
cent by 1995, according to the results 
of a study by the Real Estate Re­ 
search Corp., Chicago. 


The study, conducted for Harper, 
projects an increase of almost 200.000, 
from the current 413,000 to 610,000 in 
1995. The study also says Harper's 
student population will increase from 
the approximately 20,000 enrolled this 
year to more than 50.000 students by 
1995. The projected figure would lie 
8.5 per cent of the total population of 
the college district. 


The Harper board requested the 


study in February’ to aid in planning. 
The board will use the study to deter­ 
mine what facilities will be needed 
and what type of curriculum should 
be offered. 


THE STUDY, which deals with the 
populations of 
Palatine, 
Wheeling, 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove nd Barring­ 
ton townships, states that the 25-to-44- 
year-old segment will be the fastest 
growing portion of the population, in­ 
creasing 69 per cent by 1990. Harper 
officials said they expect an increas­ 
ing number of these persons to attend 
Harper. 


The second fast-growing segment 
will be those 45 years old and older, 
the report states. That group is ex­ 


pected to increase 49 per cent by 1990. 


Schaumburg Township will continue 
to be the fastest growing township of 
the five studied, the report states. In 
the last six years, its population has 
increased 83 per cent, to 91,700. It is 
projected to reach 177,000 by 1990, a 
93 per cent increase. 


The population in Palatine Town­ 
ship is projected to increase 47 per 
cent from 69,000 lo 102,000 in 1990, the 
study predicts. 


Elk Grove Township will have little 
room to grow because much of its 
land is forest preserve. The study pre­ 
dicts Elk Grove’s population will in­ 
crease 12 per cent, from 91,200 to 
103,000 in 1990. 


W H EELIN G 
TOWNSHIP’S 
popu­ 
lation is expected to increase 17 per 
cent, from approximately 130,500 to 
153,000, while Barrington Township’s 
population is projected to increase 87 
per cent, from 21,300 to 40,000. 
The 25-to-44 year-old age group will 
grow 185 per cent in the next 19 years, 
according to the study. Harper Pres. 
Robert Lahti expects a larger per­ 
centage of Harper students to be 
members of this age group in the fu­ 
ture. 
“ There are large numbers of dis­ 
satisfied adults in the United States 
who want something more from life 
than what they have achieved to 
date,” Lahti told the Harper faculty 
at the start of this school year.

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Memories fill vacant La Salle 


This column is a love story. It concerns two men and one grand 
old hotel. 
One man is dead. But he earned greath wealth, achieved world­ 
wide fame and lived past his 87th birthday. 
The other man is a common worker. He has no financial wealth, 
just his good and kind heart. He is a simple man. 
Together they shared one great love, the La Salle Hotel in 
Chicago. 


Other generations vividly recall the remarkable palace. It stood 
tall and proud. It attracted only the finest people and they always 
treated it with respect. 


But its glory years are gone. The LaSalle grew old and grand, 
but also archaic, so within just a few weeks men will come and 
tear it down. 


THE DAY CAME when it no longer could muscle up against 
modem hotels. So when its owner, “Mr. Brundy,” passed away 
last year, other men sold the LaSalle into bondage at the hands of 
scavengers and demolition kings. 


Now its marquee beckons scavengers off LaSalle Street with a 
hearty “Welcome to the last hurrah.” They come to purchase 
what they might, as cheaply as possible, while its Grand Ballroom 
weeps a silent tear of painful surrender. 


The barber shop still operates downstairs at IO N. La Salle St. A 
smattering of second floor office tenants will be allowed to remain 
a few more weeks. 


But its telephones no longer ring, water does not flow through 
dry faucets, no bellhops carry luggage and its sounds are merely 
echoes from other years. 
The grand old La Salle lies belly up these days, like a fish upon 
the pier, awaiting the knife that will gut it clean. Three upper 
floors already are gutted. 
The La Salle Hotel in Chicag: Founded in 1908; closed its doors 
June 29. 1976. 
A nondescript little man stood outside elevator No. 3 early Mon­ 
day afternoon inside the La Salle Hotel. He chewed a cigar and 
told all the stories. His name is Tony Perez. 


ONE DAY SOON Tony will stop coming to work. Then all the 
employes will be gone. Tony said he plans to stay home and retire. 
He is 63 years old. 
Most employes departed June 29. the final day for hotel busi­ 
ness. But somebody had to run the elevators while scavengers 
picked the old La Salle apart. 
That always was Tony's job. He worked the graveyard shift 
from ll :30 p.m. to 7:30 a.m. inside elevator No. 3. 
Tony retrieved a battered La Salle Hotel employe identification 
card from inside his left front pants pocket. That card listed 
Tony’s first day. Feb. 28,1950. 
“Twenty-six years for Mr. Brundy.” Tony said in his splintered 
English. “Mr. Brundy, he died in 1975.” Tony meant the late 
Avery Brundage, former president of the International Olympic 
Committee. 
“I tell you something,” Tony said. “I ve taken IO million people 
up and down. IO million, yes sir, up and down. You see the best 
people in the world, all the big names. All big conventions come to 
the La Salle Hotel.” 
I asked Tony whether he could show me around the grand old 
hotel. The little man grinned. 
“You want to see the Grand Ballroom?” Tony asked. “OK for 
you.” Tony shut the door on elevator No. 3. We traveled to the 19th 
floor. 


“ THE GRAND Ballroom had all the big parties for a long time,” 
Tony said. “I took the people up. Everyday there'd be lunch and 
dinner.” 
We roamed around the old ballroom together. It was fabulous 
once. But no longer. 
“Two thousand people get inside here,” Tony said. “Mr. Brundy, 
when he was 85 years old, they had a beautiful dance and dinner.” 
Tony showd me another room designed for smaller gatherings. 
Then his elevator bell rang. “Here, we got to go,” Tony said. 
“Someone calling me.” 
The elevator started down. Tony began to remember his old 
boss, Avery Brundage. “Until Mr. Brundy die, nobody take this 
hotel. Nobody,” Tony said. 


“Mr. Brundy, he work on the 18th floor everyday for 35 years. 
He came in at 9 o'clock and worked all day until maybe IO or ll 
o'clock at night.” 
Tony stopped his elevator in the main lobby. 
“Everything OK for you now?” Tony asked. “You got plenty? I 
tell you something important now. 


“THE 332 EMPLOYES here, the best boss for everybody was 
Mr. Brundy,” Tony said. “Every Christmas Mr. Brundy give a 
check. Two hundred dollars. One hundred dollars. Mr. Brundy die, 
everything is finished. You know what I mean?” 
Tony showed me all around the old hotel. He always liked the 
little coffee shop downstairs. Tony began to waive his arms in huge 
circles when we walked inside. 
“All the United States come to this cofee shop,” Tony said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The sig­ 
nals at this point are faint and can 
hardly be said to constitute a trend. 
Yet certain signs unmistakably are 
there. 
If we examine them closely, they 
show up as tenuous indications that 
cash is making a comeback. 
And while it is still too early to say 
that the credit card era has peaked. I 
do believe we can see the handwriting 
on the charge slip. 
There is more to this feeling than 
mere nostalgia or wistful thinking on 
the part of various consumer groups. 
Just the other day one of the na­ 
tion’s biggest oil companies began an 
experimental program in which cus­ 
tomers at gasoline stations in two 
cities receive 5 per cent discounts for 
cash purchases. 
The company said that if the plan 
proves popular with motorists and 
dealers, it will be expanded nation­ 
wide. 
Such a step could be the start of a 
large scale cash revival. 
Until a few months ago, the decline 
of “King Cash,” as we used to call it, 
appeared only likely to worsen. I my­ 
self must have read at least a dozen 
futuristic articles looking to the day 
when we would all be hooked up to 
computers, 
making it possible to 
do away with money altogether. 
Soon, perhaps, we’ll be seeing arti­ 
cles projecting a far out society in 
which we’ll be able to retire our cred­ 
it cards and get along exclusively 
with cash. 


Before we can experience a cash re­ 
naissance, however, something must 
be done to make money more socially 
acceptable. 
Back in what used to be the golden 
age of moolah, a wad of bills was the 
ultimate status symbol. Flash a big 
bankroll and you automatically were 
regarded as a man of parts, a pillar 
of the community, a gentleman and a 
scholar and a judge of good whisky. 
But fashions change. For reasons 
more 
sociological 
than 
economic, 
credit cards became our badges of 
distinction and paying cash came off 
as quaint if not downright tacky. 
It is up to consumer groups pushing 
the cash discount concept to deal with 
that stigma. 
One step would be for consumer 
groups to issue rebate cards. For 
want of a better name, let’s call them 
CashAmerica cards. Here’s the way 
the system works: 
A customer who pays cash is en­ 
titled to a discount. But rather than 
receive it on the spot, he hands the 
clerk his CashAmerica card. Then he 
signs a rebate slip and at the end of 
the month he gets a discount check in 
the mail. 
To make money even more presti­ 
gious, the customer who uses his 
CashAmerica cards might be required 
to show two other forms of identi­ 
fication and to stand around while the 
clerk gets telephonic confirmation 
that he is entitled to a discount. 
Once cash transactions are suf­ 
ficiently enmeshed in red tape, money 
may again become our preeminent 
medium of exchange. 


Manager needs to be hired—now 


Decisive indecision 
— 
that 
seems to be tile formula Rolling 
Meadows officials have followed 
in the nearly year-old, and as 
yet futile, search for a new city 
m anager. 


Now 
the search has 
been 
pierced with a new thorn, a de­ 
bate on whether a new city fi­ 
nance officer should be hired by 
Hie acting m anager or whether 
the hiring should be delayed un­ 
til 
a perm anent m anager is 
found. 


The debate is clouding what is 
of paramount importance to the 
city, the need to find a new m an­ 
ager as quickly as possible. That 
search has crawled at an ex­ 
ceedingly slow pace and pre­ 
dictions by the special search 
committee 
indicate 
a 
choice 
won't be made until early 1977. 


The managerial search, which 
started 
in 
a 
flurry 
of 
con­ 
troversy 
after 
former 
Mgr. 
Jam es Watson's resignation last 
October, has brought no less 
than a new* system of govern­ 
m ent to the city. 


Four persons from a field of 60 
applicants were selected last 
spring in the first round of the 
m anagerial search. Tile selec­ 
tion process stalled when Mayor 
Roland J. Meyer wisely said he 
would not appoint a new m an­ 
ager until the results were in on 
a June 12 referendum proposing 
changes in the city government 
structure 
and 
redefining 
the 
m anager's job. 


The referendum passed, giv­ 
ing more administrative author­ 
ity to the city m anager and plac­ 


ing his appointment under the 
control of the city council rather 
than the mayor. 


After another three months of 
wrangling between the council 
and Meyer over wrho should se­ 
lect the committee to resume 
the m anager search, a three- 
man panel of respected commu­ 
nity leaders has renewed the 
task. 
They say, however, that a 
choice isn't likely for another 
three months. 
Through all this, the city's ad­ 
ministrative assistant, Charles 
Green, has been handling tile 
m anagerial duties, from day-to- 
day operations to the m ajor 
chore of preparing the city’s 
1976-77 budget. 


Green also has assumed the 
new managerial powers author­ 


ized by voters in the June 12 ref­ 
erendum. But Green's assertion 
that he will soon hire a finance 
officer, a new post approved by 
the council, has drawn fire from 
six of the city’s IO aldermen, in­ 
cluding an outright threat by one 
who warned Green he would 
never be hired as a perm anent 
m anager if he appointed the fi­ 
nance aide. 


The situation points up the dif­ 
ficulty of attem pting to run a 
city on an “acting” basis while 
elected officials try to decide 
w’ho should get the job for keeps. 


The selection of a new m an­ 
ager, is, of course, a m atter 
which should receive the most 
careful 
consideration. 
But 
a 
year has gone by already and 
the prospect of another long 
wait will do the city no good. 


Accurate update of swine flu risk is needed 


The Northwest suburbs could 
become the nation’s test tube for 
determining whether people who 
do not get shots will get the 
swine flu. 
Local organizers of the shot 
clinics have been told for a sec­ 
ond time to delay their pro­ 
gram s until it is known whether 
enough vaccine will be available 
to serve the area’s needs. 
The next date officials are 


planning is about as solid as the 
program — some time in mid- 
November. There is hope that 
persons over 65 or the chronical­ 
ly ill could get shots as soon as 
mid-October. 
It’s time for local officials to 
demand a firm date from feder­ 
al officials. Many local commu­ 
nities have reserved sites for 
clinics, recruited as many as 200 
volunteers, ordered printed m a­ 


terial and made several other 
commitments 
based 
on 
pre­ 
viously announced dates. 
Originally the shots were to be 
given starting Sept. IO, but that 
date w as postponed because of a 
lack of guarantees needed by 
drug m akers from the federal 
government. 
The excuse for the latest delay 
is that drug m akers don’t have 
enough vaccine to go around. If 


tins is the case, the federal gov­ 
ernment is at fault since it was 
to insure that the program ran 
smoothly. 


But perhaps tile biggest prob­ 
lem with the delays is that if the 
shots are given in mid-Novem­ 
ber it m ay be too late for m ax­ 
imum effect. 


An immediate accounting of 
tile situation is needed.

14, and it was Eierman who 
roused the family.

ham sen broke the bedroom win­ 
dow with his helmet. 
“We got a blast of flame, and 
my m an went down,” Abra- 
hamsen said. 
“ I shouted for 
somebody to give me a hand.” 
Eiermann rushed over and 
aided the fire chief in pulling 
Tom, by then unconscious, from 
the room. The boy is now recu­ 
perating from second degree 
burns at Alexian Brothers Medi­ 
cal Center, and Eierm ann is try­ 
ing to help his neighbors sort 
through the debris. 
Call it fate, call it coincidence. 
The Staleys are calling it, “Our 
guardian angel.” And it’s hard 
not to believe that’s just what it 
is.

Cost of living rises 
0.5% for 3rd month 


The American consumer’s buying power suffered in August 
when the cost of living rose 0.5 per cent for the third consecutive 
month, the Labor Department said Tuesday. Consumer price in­ 
creases over the past three months reflected an annual rate of 6 
per cent — a trend that threatened to exceed slightly President 
Ford's prediction for 5 per cent inflation by the end of 1976. Chi­ 
cago area prices increased 0.6 per cent in August due mostly to 
higher costs for transportation, women’s clothing and housing. The 
Labor Department said the August price level was up 4.8 per cent 
over August 1975. 
Inflation wiped out a slight increase in the average American 
worker’s hourly pay during August, causing a 0.3 per cent decline 
in his actual buying power. Over the past year, inflation and taxes 
have eroded real spendable earnings by 0.6 per cent. U.S. meat 
prices declined sharply in August but failed to offset substantially 
higher costs for clothing, gasoline, fruits and vegetables. Retail 
food prices nationally rose 0.3 per cent in August. Prices for other 
goods went up 0.6 per cent, as did service costs — both consistent 
with recent trends. The Consumer Price Index stood at 171.9 in 
August, an increase of 5.6 per cent over a year ago. This means 
that goods and services costing $100 in 1967, now sell for $171.90. 
Declines in Chicago area furniture and heating gas costs were 
overcome by increases of 1.8 per cent in clothing, 0.9 per cent in 
transportation, and 0.6 per cent in housing costs, according to 
William E. Rice, midwestern commissioner of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics.

years I owned stock in a major blue- 
chip corporation. The dividends were 
fine, but I finally got a bit too nervous 
watching the value of my investment 
fluctuate up and down. 


So I sold the stock and I bought 
bonds in the very same company. The 
value holds fairly stable, and the In­ 
terest I get on the bonds is almost 
double the dividend I was getting on 
the stock. 


Then I was recently reminded of the 
old rule that speculators should al­ 
ways be aware of: the higher the re­ 
turn, the higher the risk. Does that 
mean that bonds are riskier than 
stocks? I would hardly think so. Or 
has that old rule been revoked? 
Also, once I became a bondholder I 
stopped receiving ail of the reports 
from the company. Why should this 
be? 


Last question first: As a stockholder 
you own a piece of the company and 
thus are entitled to receive its annual 
and quarterly reports. But as a bond­ 
holder you don’t own a piece of the 
company. The company is in debt to 
you. You’re a creditor, and customar­ 
ily you would not receive the reports 
to the stockholders. But you can, and 
should, request that you be put on the 
mailing list to receive those reports, 
You should also check from time to 
time to see if the rating (by Standard 
and Poor or Moody) n the bond has 
changed, for this can affect the value 
of your investment.

The Ford 
Motor 
Co. 
announced 
plans Tuesday to introduce within the 
next two years a six-cylinder engine 
that can switch to three-cylinder oper­ 
ation to save fuel. 
Ford President Lee A. Iacocca said 
a fuel savings of about IO per cent can 
be expected from he new power 
plant. He said the engine will be used 
initially on some Ford trucks within 
the next 24 months. 
The electronically controlled power 
plant is called the “dual displacement 
engine” because it can operate on ei­ 
ther six or three cylinders. 
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As for the old rule, I’d say it still 
holds true for speculators. Perhaps 
more properly worded it would read:

Why, then, are bond yields cur­ 
rently higher than stock yields? (And 
they are, by an almost two to one ra­ 
tio across the board.) Well, consider 
the difference in the basic security it­ 
self. A bond is an investment. A stock 
is a speculation. It’s an important dis­ 
tinction. 
AN INVESTMENT, as I’ve always 
preached, is a device whereby you 
know, with reasonable assurance, just 
how much money you will have at any 
given future point in time. With a spec­ 
ulation, on the other hand, you do not 
have any assurance just how much 
money you will have at any giv­ 
en future point in time. 
A bond is a legal IOU of the issuer. 
There is a promise to repay the full 
amount, plus stated interest at regu­ 
lar intervals. Granted, there may be 
an element of risk, dependent on the 
credit-worthiness of the company. The 
ratings, referred to earlier, attempt to 
gauge that credit-worthiness. 
A share of stock entitles you to a 
share of the profits, if any. No profits, 
or not enough, mean no dividend, or a 
reduced one. Owning a share is a 
gamble on the future profitability of 
the company. If it goes up, so does 
the value of the stock. Sometimes.

Cut-off jeans and T-shirts are the 
order of the day at a racquetball 
match, but the casual attire is one of 
the attractions for many afficionados. 
Not only is the sport less expensive 
than tennis (racquetball racquets av­ 
erage $18-$20, tennis $30-$40, and court 
time runs $5-$10 an hour for racquet­ 
ball, $10-$16 for tennis), but the social 
snobbery of tennis hasn’t extended to 
the racquetball court. 


“ Racquetball is reaching into the 
population that hasn't gotten into the 
social life of tennis.” says Roslyn 
Schwartz, of the Court House in 
Schaumburg and Arlington Heights. 
“ It started out in men’s locker rooms, 
and the game has gotten more social. 
But the primary attraction is the 
fun.. .it’s a great way to exercise and 
have a good time doing it.” 


SIN GLES AND other working wom­ 
en are joining the ranks of married 
housewives taking up the sport, and 
tournament play for women is picking 
up in the Chicago area. But while

“ Women just aren’t as aggressive 
out on the court,” says Ms. Morgan at 
Arlington Tennis. “ They can hit the 
same shots, but the men move faster 
and aren’t as afraid of the ball. It’s 
changing, but there’s still a definite 
difference in tournament play.” 
Diane Gerber, Rolling Meadows, 
has played in two tournaments her­ 
self, and she agrees that women tend 
to be a little less aggressive than their 
male counterparts. Although she en­ 


joys the competitive side of the game, 
she started 
because 
her husband 
and brother played and “ I don’t like 
to stand on the sidelines,” she says 
with a laugh. 
MRS. G ER BER found the game 
much easier to learn than tennis, and 
she prefers racquetball because ifs 
faster and provides more exercise. At

The proper way to change a will 


Dear Attorney Martoccio, 
Two years ago, after my hus­ 
band passed away, I had a new 
will drawn up leaving all my per­ 
sonal property to a favorite niece. 
She has always been like a daugh­ 
ter to me until lately when she 
met a young man she’s planning 
to marry. I am unhappy about it 
because I feel she is throwing 
away her future if she marries 
him. He has so many problems, 
including alcoholism with all its 
ramifications. 


Since these are personal items 
and heirlooms, I can’t stand the 
thought that they might one day 
belong to him so I want to change 
my will. 


May I cross out that niece’s 
name and put in her sister’s in­ 
stead and then add my signature 
where I crossed it out? Would this 
procedure be all right? 


I don’t like to go through the 
expense of having another 
will 
made for one simple change. — 
K.P. 


Dear K.P., 
No, it isn’t all right to change 
your will the way you suggest. 
You can’t legally change a will ei­ 
ther orally or by scratching some­ 
thing out and/or replacing it with 
something else. That’s the law. 


• The proper way to change a 
will is either by writing a new 
one, or add a codicil; the best way 
is to have a lawyer do it. Don’t let 
the word “ codicil” worry you. It 
simply means that you may make 
a separate document showing the 
changes of the provisions in your 
present will. You may add as 
many codicils as you wish. 


Again a word of caution. The 
law requires that these codicils 
follow the same legal formalities 
that are required in making a 
will. 


• If you wish to revoke a will 
completely, you may tear it up or 
burn it. Or you may make a new 
will revoking the previous one. If 
you do, you should be certain that 
all copies of Will No. I are de-

stroyed. The reason? If Will No. 2 
is challenged in court, chances 
are the remaining copy or copies 
of Will No. I would be brought 
into court to show your intentions. 


This procedure may seem as 
though it’s nothing more than un­ 
covering technicalities, but it is 
not. In essence, a will is a recital 
of one’s intentions about how the 
deceased wishes to have his or 
her property disposed of after that 
person’s death. If the will is not 
clear in this respect, the court 
will go to great lengths to deter­ 


mine what the deceased actually 
meant. 


■ 
A will is one of the law’s “ bar­ 
gains” and its advantages, in­ 
cluding avoiding future problems, 
far outweigh its cost. 


If you are concerned about your 
niece’s future to the extent that 
you wish her to share in your es­ 
tate, you may want to discuss 
with your lawyer how you may 
put some of your real property in 
a trust form that will insure her 
an income, instead of ownership 
that might eventually pass to her 
husband.

Many women’s lives 
resemble fairy tale 
with unhappy ending

Millions of American women are 
conditioned to lead fairy tale lives, 
say authors of a recently published 
seif-help book for women. 
These 
women, 
are 
Cinderellas, 
Mother Hubbards, Little Red Riding 
Hoods, Sleeping Beauties, all destined 
to follow story book scripts with un­ 
happy endings, according to Dorothy 
Jongerward and Dru Scott. Both are 
doctors of psychology and coauthors 
of “ Women as Winners — Transac­ 
tional Analysis for Personal Growth” 
(Addison-Wesley). 


“ Many women 
live out 
scripts 
which resemble the stories found in 
folklore, fairy tales and mythology,” 
they said. “ Literature depicts women 
as playing such parts as poor little 
match girls, babes in the woods, wick­ 
ed witches, tyrannical step-mothers, 
would-be princesses and young in­ 
nocents.” 


The authors defined some roles in 
the fairy tale syndrome as: 


Cinderella, who learns to accept suf­ 
fering while doing menial chores as 
she looks for a man who will rescue 
her from her awful drudgery; 


MOTHER HUBBARD, who learns 
to take care of everyone elses needs, 
but 
neglects 
her 
own 
and 
con­ 
sequently seeks solace from herself 
from her cupboard or refrigerator; 
Little Red Riding Hood, who learns 
to entice men and then rebuke them 
as she treads her way through forests, 
parks and lonely streets; 
And Sleeping Beauty, who learns to 
think of herself only as a future moth­ 
er. and by the age of 14 to 16, is 
asleep to the rest of life’s possibilities. 
The book provides specific tech­ 
niques that the authors say will help 
women break out of their confining 
fairy tale lives and overcome futile 
existences. 
“ A woman can become a winner by 
understanding . . . why she got the 
compulsions she got,” Mrs. Jong­ 
erward said in an interview. 
TMe 52-year-old San Francisco mar­ 
riage counselor and mother of two 
teen-agers also said: 


“ PRESSU RES bore down on wom­ 
en to conform, to be who other people 
wanted them to be, to be who other 
people thought they should be. I was 
hoping this book would lessen the 
need for therapy of some women.” 


The authors said women are not 
alone in following psychological blue­ 
prints. 
“ Every person plays a role we 
learn early in childhood. Fairy tale 
roles have male versions, including 
Cinderfellas, 
Little Lame Princes, 
and Horatio Algers,” Mrs. Jonger­ 
ward said. 


Coauthor Dru Scott is 34, single, and 
heads her own management con­ 
sulting group in San Francisco. They 
met nine years ago. Their first book, 
“ Affirmative Action for Women,” was 
written for women in paid employ­ 
ment. 
“ Women as Winners” is for working 
women, those who have chosen to be 
homemakers, and also for men who 
are interested in dealing more effec­ 
tively with what is happening with 
women,” Miss Scott said. 


“ ER IC BER N E, the founder of TA, 
identified the fact that many people 
live lives, reflected in fairy tales. 
We’ve 
expanded 
that. 
There 
are 
themes and most people have a little 
bit of a mix in them,” she said. 


Each author has worked with thou­ 
sands of women through training sem­ 
inars, organizational settings, mar­ 
riage and family counseling, she said. 
“ I think a big way men will be en­ 
couraged to think in new ways about 
women is by having a woman they 
care about go up to them and say, will 
you read the book, can we talk about 
these things. I think men will be 
thinking in new ways primarily on a 
one-to-one basis,” Miss Scott said. 
She advises women “ . . . be really 
aware of your feelings. If you are an­ 
gry, say — I am angry. Tell people 
what you want constructively.” 


Once a woman becomes herself, 
without responding in predetermined, 
rigid ways, she also becomes a win­ 
ner, the authors conclude.

Whether they’re keeping up with 
their husbands, looking for an escape 
from the social whirl of tennis or just 
interested in a new way to lose excess 
baggage, more and more women are 
taking up the fast-moving sport of 
racquetball. 


What was once considered the pri­ 
vate domain of men in steamy Y lock­ 
er rooms, racquetball is now appeal­ 
ing to the feminine half. The Skokie- 
based National Racquetball Associ­ 
ation reports more than 40 per cent of 
the Chicago area’s 80,000 racquetball 
players are women, and that per­ 
centage is increasing every year. As- 
more racquetball courts and facilities 
open up, they are catering to that 
growing percentage by offering les­ 
sons, tournaments and leagues for 
women only. 


Of the IO racquetball clubs or facil­ 
ities which include courts 
in 
the 
Northwest suburbs, several offer free 
nurseries for the convenience of wom­ 
en players. And at least one club ad­ 
vertises a lower membership fee for 
women in an attempt to utilize the 
daytime hours. 


W H A T ’ S BEHIND the 
clubs’ 
scramble to attract women and the 
women’s scramble to play? 


One of the sport’s biggest drawing 
cards is the fact that even hard-core 
klutzes can play a respectable game 
with a few weeks of practice. Played 
on a smaller area than a tennis court 
and boasting a shorter-handled rac­ 
quet, racquetball is scored like bad­ 
minton and isn’t hampered by bound­ 
aries. Two, three or four can play, 
and the game can be as competitive 
or friendly as the players make it. 


But both players and instructors 
emphasize that the game is much 
more strenous than tennis, and an 
hour of play can burn off as many as 
700 calories. 


“ A LOT OF women take up tennis 
to get out on the court in a pretty 
white dress, but with racquetball you 
have to be willing to get in there and 
work up a sweat,” says Sue Morgan, 
racquetball pro at the Arlington In­ 
door Tennis Club.

Fatigue can be due 


to several causes 


I read an article on reasons for being tired. This article men­ 
tioned folic acid deficiency. That came the closest to being my 
problem. What is folic acid deficiency? I never had heard of it. 
What are its symptoms and causes? W’hat can be done about it? 


I am 53 and have seven children. I weigh 128 pounds and take 
Diupress, potassium chloride, Miltown and Enovid. Except for 
being weak at times and dizzy about a week at a time twice a year 
I seem to go great. 


Your letter amused me as it reminded me of the problem medi­ 
cal students have. Each‘time they read about a new disease they 
are sure they have it. By the time they finish medical schools they 
have had an infinite variety of strange diseases. I see you now 
have folic acid deficiency. It is human nature to read about some­ 
thing and wonder if you have it. 


Fatigue is caused by many different things. It is a common 
symptom of problems ranging from emotional strain and depres­ 
sion, to tuberculosis, cancer and a host of diseases which I won’t 
mention lest you develop those, too. 


I do note that you take Diupress which is ordinarily used for 
people with high blood 
pressure. It tends to eliminate salt from the 
body. Excess elimination of salt often results in a sense of fatigue. 


If you have high blood pressure, it should be determined if it is 
related to birth control pills. I don’t know what pill you will be 
taking by the time you receive my answer, but it is true that a 
small number of women develop high blood pressure in response 
to taking the pill. 


Now to your question about folic acid. I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 4-5, Vitamin B-12, Folic Acid, Pernicious 
Anemia, to give you more information than space allows here. 
Others who want this information can send a long, stamped self- 
addressed envelope with 50 cents for it. Just send your letter to me 
in care of Paddock Publications, P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Sta­ 
tion, New York, N.Y. 10019. 


FOLIC ACID has actions similar to vitamin B-12. It is essential 
in the formation of new cells. The nucleus of each new cell needs 
either folic acid or both it and vitamin B-12 to form vital new 
amounts of nucleic acids. Without this the 200 million new red 
blood cells you must form every minute cannot be formed. 


This failure in new cell production results in an anemia. The 
anemia from folic acid deficiency is much like pernicious anemia. 
In many respects they are hard to separate even using good clini­ 
cal tools. 


Other areas of the body that undergo constant regeneration also 
show failure in development. The lining of your intestinal tract is a 
good example. Did you know normally it is replaced every three 
days? When this function fails, diarrhea and other digestive com­ 
plaints occur. The tongue is also sore. 


You cannot substitute folic acid for B-12 because it does not 
protect the spinal cord from degeneration. Fatigue from folic acid 
deficiency is mostly related to the anemia. Folic acid is found in 
foliage foods, specifically spinach and other leafy vegetables. A 
small amount is found in many of the common daily vitamin 
preparations. It is not thought wise to take an excess amount 
because it may obscure a vitamin B-12 deficiency and result in 
serious complications.

Seasoning should 


help dutch oven 


Dear Dorothy: I inherited a Dutch oven I used in cooking a pot 
roast. It turned out perfectly. However, twice I’ve used it for a dish 
which requires liquid, and a black film appeared on the surface. Is 
this dangerous. Is there anything I can do to prevent its recur­ 
rence?—Mrs. Wm. Holmes 


I hardly think it’s dangerous, but certainly it isn’t appetizing 
looking. Your utensil apparently needs seasoning — a fairly simple 
procedure. Scrub the inside with steel wool — then wash out with 
soap and water, rinse and dry thoroughly. Smear the inside with 
unsalted fat and put in a moderate oven for two hours. If you’re 
not going to use the pot right away, let the grease stay in tempo­ 
rarily. When ready to use, wipe it out with a paper towel. 


Dear Dorothy: Do you have any recommendations for eliminat­ 
ing the yellow color from plastic Venetian blinds that were once 
ivory white?—A. Anderson 


As a rule, when plastic has yellowed, it stays that way. You 
might try sponging with a sodium perborate solution. 


Dear Dorothy: Thank goodness for those foil baking dishes. I 
have a wonderful ground-meat casserole which I make for friends 
when there is sickness or any emergency at hand. Somehow, I lost 
three or four of my glass baking dishes in the process. With the 
foil kind, I can still be “Lady Bountiful” and have my glass dish­ 
es.— Martine Mueller 


Those no-iron fabrics: It’s important that permanent press gar­ 
ments be taken out of the dryer as soon as they’re dry. Some 
which are allowed to get too dry — or are dried at too high a heat 
— come up with wrinkles that need ironing to get out.

The Illinois Dept, of Law Enforce­ 
ment will sponsor a conference on 
new technology in the Law Enforce­ 
ment Agency Data System (LEADS) 
in Springfield next month. 
Police Chief Lewris Case of Rolling 
Meadows, who is helping plan the con­ 
ference, said the topic of the meeting 
of police officials Oct. 25-28 will be the 
use of electronic information retrieval 
equipment which is replacing tele­ 
types used by police agencies in the 
state LEADS network. 
Police use the LEADS network to 
draw out such information as license 
plates and auto registrations and 


criminal records of persons under ar­ 
rest. The heart of the LEADS network 
is the computer memory banks in 
Springfield and Washington D.C. 
Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg and 
Palatine recently have replaced tele­ 
typewriters with cathode-ray tubes 
connected to facsimile printouts and 
keyboard transmitters, Case said. 
“ RTI use less paper, is speedier and 
in the long run could save lives,” 
Case said. 


SPEAKERS AT THE conference will 
be Case, Harvey Johnson, director of 
the Illinois Dept, of Law Enforce­ 


ment; Deputy Supt. S. Lauter of the 
Illinois State Police; and Lt. James 
Zurawski of the Chicago Police Dept. 


Panel discussion topics will deal 
with privacy laws and security guide­ 
lines in using the LEADS network, 
Case said.

Mars probe part of age-old quest

The Viking mission to Mars repre­ 
sents an unparalleled accomplishment 
In space exploration. M erely consid­ 
ering the technical achievement of 
placing the lander spacecraft on the 
chosen site is mind-boggling. It’s like 
launching a rocket in New York City 
and putting it on someone's dinner 
plate in Los Angeles. 


Scientists are interested in Mars for 
countless reasons. Basically, the pro­ 
gram of solar system exploration 
aims to answer these questions: How 
did 
our 
solar 
system 
form 
and 
evolve? How did life originate and 
evolve? What are the processes that 
shape 
our 
environment 
here 
on 
Earth ? 


Among the planets. Mars holds the 
most promise especially in the study 
of life. It is neither extremely hot nor 
extrem ely cold. It has carbon dioxide, 
moisture and oxygen. Life could exist 
there, and scientists want to know if it 
does and in what form.

B u t 
experiments

whether life exists on Mars are not 
the whole story. Scientists also are in­ 
terested in learning more about the 
mineral makeup of the planet and the 
magnetic properties of surface par­ 
ticles. They want to know more about 
meteoric impacts and Marsquakes, if 
there are any. They want to learn 
more about the structure and com­ 
position of the M artian atmosphere. 
Countless experiments in these and 
other areas w ill be conducted. 


The 
30-pound 
automated 
biology 
laboratory aboard the lander contains 
more than 40,000 parts, including tran­ 
sistors, tiny ovens, Xenon lamps to 
simulate sunlight, Geiger counters, 
bottled radioactive gases and ampules 
of water and nutrients. As the weeks 
go by, scientists w ill be analyzing 
thousands of bits of information radio­ 
ed back to Earth. Although the results 
may surprise us confuse us or even 
frighten us, they w ill surely fascinate 
us and help satisfy man’s need to 
know more about his surroundings.

List, 8, of Tulsa, Okla., for his ques­ 
tion: 


W HY DO FIG S GROW W ITHOUT 
FIR ST HAVING A FLO W ER ? 


Many people call the fig the fruit 


without a flower. In fact, the Chinese 


name for fig means just that — fruit 


without a flower. Actually the fig does 


have flowers, hundreds of them. We 


don’t see them because the fig keeps 


them hidden, tucked away inside the 


hollow center of the green fruit. Since 


the flowers are deep inside the grow­ 


ing fig, they cannot be pollinated as 


easily as other flowers. However, a 


tiny creature called the fig wasp does 


the job nicely. 


The fig wasp is a tiny insect about 


one-sixteenth of an inch long. As an 


egg and larva it lives inside the wild 


caprifig. As it develops into an adult 


and leaves its home it becomes cov­ 


ered with caprifig pollen. The tiny 
wasp then visits a number of flowers, 
including those of the popular Sm yrna 
fig. Crawling through a sm all opening 
at the top of the green fig, the fig 
wasp leaves pollen grains from the 
caprifig on the flowers of the Smyrna 
fig, causing it to develop and ripen. 
Many varieties of figs do not need to 
be cross-pollinated. But those that do 
depend on the tiny fig wasp to do the 
job.

In its basic form the Gerber con­ 
vention, invented by John Gerber of 
Houston, uses all four club bids made 
in a strong bidding sequence to ask 
for aces. Today's expert uses it when 
four notrump does not ask for aces to 
take its place. 


The simple way to play Gerber is to 
provide that any jump to four clubs 
directly over partner’s bid of one or 
two notrump is a request for aces. 
The response to a Gerber four clubs 
are: 
Four diamonds — zero or four aces, 
four hearts — one ace, four spades — 
two aces, and four notrump — three 
aces.

expansion hinted 


WASHINGTON — M. Donald Grant, board chairman of the New 
York Mets, said Tuesday he and several other baseball executives 
are ready to take legal action against a small minority of owners 
who are blocking National League expansion. 
Grant told a congressional hearing that the target of the court 
test would be the rule requiring a unanimous vote of National 
League clubs to establish an expansion team. 
In an appearance before a special House committee on profes­ 
sional sports. Grant testified: “I’m willing that a band of us test 
legally the rule in our league which amounts to a one-man veto if 
we can't change it otherwise.” 
“Given a little time, I think we can convince those few who have 
blocked expansion to see the light of day in the best interests of 
baseball and to change the rule.” 
Grant, who has favored putting a National League team In 
Washington, acknowledged it would take a unanimous vote to get 
rid of the unanimous consent rule. 
But he said he and others favoring expansion, including John 
Galbreath of the Pittsburgh Pirates, have discussed the situation 
and “are willing to foot the bill to test it legally if necessary.” 
Grant told the committee, which was formed when the American 
League put expansion teams in Seattle and Toronto while the NL 
stood pat on an expansion team for Washington: “Don’t punish 
baseball for the actions of a few. The majority of us are trying 
very hard to accomplish what you want to achieve.”

Rigney resigns as Giants* manager 


SAN FRANCISCO — Bill Rigney resigned Tuesday as manager 
of the San Francisco Giants effective at the end of the season, but 
announced he will remain with the club’s front office. 
“When I took the job,” the 58-year-old Rigney said, “I just took 
it for one year. I said then I would decide at the end of the season 
whether I wanted to continue. 
“But I have decided in recent weeks that I have had enough of 
managing. It’s not any special disappointment I’ve had this year. 
I’ve been a manager for 18 years. I’ve been on the field too long,” 
he told a news conference. 
Several players, particularly star pitcher John Montefusco, pub­ 
licly criticized the veteran manager for lack of control over the 
club. Montefusco said Rigney lacked a winning attitude. 
The latest incident to plague Rigney occurred on the Giants* 
flight home from Cincinnati Sunday when a fistfight broke out 
between reserve infielder Bruce Miller and Frank Berganzi, the 
Giants’ traveling secretary. 
Rigney was named manager earlier this year after financier 
Bob Lurie of San Francisco and Bud Herseth of Phoenix pur­ 
chased the Giants in a last minute deal to prevent the club from 
moving to Toronto. 
It was the second time that the silver-haired Rigney, a New 
York Giants’ infielder in the late 1940s and early 1950s, has left the 
job as Giants’ pilot.

In addition to the on-campus park­ 
ing, Kurz urged fans to rely on public 
transportation as well as additional 


parking at the fourth street and Lind­ 
en ‘L’ station in Wilmette and Haven 
School, on Green Bay Road near Lin­ 
coln. Both lots are within a few blocks 
of the stadium, as are the ‘L’ and Chi­ 
cago and North Western stops at Cen­ 
tral Street. 
Stadium lots, which have limited ca­ 
pacity, will open at 10:30 a.m. on 
game day.

Dodgers, Mota delivers 


for five grand per hit 


Who is the highest-paid player in the history of the grand old 
game of baseball? Who makes more money per time at bat than 
anyone who ever played the game? 


ITI give you a hint: He didn’t play for the 1927 Yankees, he’s not 
a left-handed pitcher, he never started in an all-Star game, he’s 
700 home runs behind Henry Aaron, and 750 stolen bases behind 
Lou Brock. 


ITI tell you something better than that: He hasn’t started a 
game in nearly two years. He’s too valuable to be used before the 
ninth inning. The Dodgers don’t keep him around for the principal. 
They ask of him only the interest. 


What makes Manuel Geronimo Mota, the highest-paid player in 
the sport is not that short, butter-smooth batting stroke, those eyes 
that could tell a ball from a strike in the dark, or those wrists that 
could cock a cannon barrel. W’hat makes Manny Mota so high- 
priced is the very fact he hasn’t started a game in two years, has 
logged hundreds of hours sitting on the bench — and not once has 
screamed, “Play me or trade m e!” 


He’s the world’s highest-paid spectator. He gets 70 grand a year 
and he doesn’t even have to keep score. In his position, though, 
three out of three big-leaguers would get a lawyer, write their 
Congressman, turn Communist, or complain in the press, “How do 
they expect me to show my stuff if they only play me once a 
week?” 


Mota doesn’t mind at all. Last year he made only 13 hits for his 
70 grand. And may have gotten a raise. He’s the only guy in the 
game who gets five grand a hit, because Mota’s hits are like 
pieces of jade. They don’t come in the first inning with two out and 
the pitcher coming up next. They never come in a game his team 
is behind by 12-1. 


Manny’s hits have to bring oil, strike gold. They’re not seventh- 
inning home runs against a mop-up pitcher in games the Dodgers 
are already winning, 17-2. Manny is expected to hit Tom Seaver in 
the bottom of the ninth with score tied and the winning run on 
third. 


Manny never comes to the plate while a pitcher is nibbling away 
or pitching around him. Manny’s hits come when the pitcher Is 
coming in with his best stuff. 


Manny's time comes when the building is burning, the babies 
crying, the fort has to be rescued, and the wagons are circled. 


Pinch-hitting is a high art like putting out oil well fires or au­ 
thenticating old masters’ paintings. They don’t need you often, but 
when they do they need you like eyes. 


The other guys get four chances a night seven nights a week to 
be a hero. You get one. The other guys can go 0-for-3 and then get 
a hit the fourth time up and they give them the game ball. If you 
go 0-for-3, you don’t get any fourth. 


It is said of Manny Mota that you could put him In solitary 
confinement for five years and he could come out and hit a bullet 
with a stick. He may be the best in the game at making hit 
contact. 


“Mota could hit a pea with a toothpick — a clean single to 
right,” claims Tom Lasorda. Since becoming a Dodger, Manny 
has had 57 pinch hits — and has driven in 55 runs with them. If 
Pete Rose had a ratio like that, he would have about 212 RBI 
year. 
Watching Manny take batting practice is like watching a guy 
make a watch. First, a little ground ball down the line at third, 
then a line single to center, then a bunt halfway to the pitcher. 
Occasionally, he will muscle up to sock a long fly to the outfield — 
just in case that is all that’s needed to score the winning run later. 
Manny is on an elite ladder in the big leagues. He is third on the 
all-time pinch-hitting list, but Manny is a man who, at 38, is not in 
far different shape than he was at 28, and he could be pinch-hitting 
til he’s 50. 
Pinch-hitters have various ways of keeping themselves ready. 
Smoky Burgess, the all-time leader (145 lifetime pinch hits), used 
to sleep on the rubbing table the first seven innings. The first thing 
Smoky had to do (after he got dressed) was find out what the 
sc%re was, who was pitching — also who they were playing and 
what day it was. 
But Manny sits in a corner of the dugout and watches the game 
very carefully. He has to figure out what the pitcher’s best pitch is 
that night -- because Manny is going to see it when he goes up 
there. 
He loosens his muscles with an iron bar that weighs as much as 
a Civil War cannon — or almost as much as Manny Mota. He does 
what is needed at bat. He is as efficient as a spy. If a hit to right 
is called for, Manny delivers. If a hit to left is what’s needed, 
Manny dips his shoulders, shifts his feet — and hits to left. He beat 
the Pirates this year with a bunt — with the bases loaded! He had 
caught Wilver Stargell playing back. 
Manny is never out of condition. A very moral man (“If anybody 
doesn’t like Manny Mota, there’s something wrong with him,” 
says manager Walt Alston), he is an idol among idols in the 
Dominican Republic. “All the players come to Manny,” says 
coach Lasorda. “He is the ‘godfather’ in Santo Domingo.” 
He’s also the Godsend to the Dodgers. A man who hasn’t wasted 
a hit in five years if worth five grand a swing. After all, you pay a 
man who cuts diamonds more than one who cuts pizza, don’t you?
